Cigar  Leaf  Stocks  Slightly  Lower  Than  A  Year  Earlier 

Stocks  of  all  types  of  domestic  cigar-leaf  tohacco  including  Puerto  Rican 
reported  "by  dealers  and  manufacturers  on  January  1,  19^9,  totaled  307. 5 
million  pounds  ( farm-sal es-weight  equivalent),  about  10,8  million  pounds  "bolow.. 
the  figure  for  January  1  last  year.   The  most  significant  decrease  was  in 
holdings  of  Puerto  Rican  filler  although  inventories  of  several  other  types 
were  also  lower.   Stocks  of  Foreign-grown  cigartohacco  on  January  1,  19^9, 
^ere  23.5  million  pounds  (unstemmed  equivalent)  compared  with  32,5  million  a 
t;car  ago. 

Total  domestic-grown  cigar-filler  tohacco  holdings  were  162.8  million  pounds  - 
a  decrease  of  ahout  8  million  pounds  from  the  January  1,  1914-8  level.   Stocks  of 
Pennsylvania  and  the  Ohio  filler  types  were  approximately  the  same  as  reported 
a  year  ago  hut  Puerto  Rican  stocks  had  decreased  ahout  7»6  million  pounds. 
Filler  tohacco  stocks  on  January  1,  19^9i  according  to  types  were  82.5  million 
pounds  of  Pennsylvania  filler,  22.3  million  of  the  Ohio  filler  types,  and  58 
million  of  Puerto  Rican.  filler  of  which  22.8  million  pounds  were  held  on  the 
Island. 

Connecticut  Valley  Havana  Seed  is  the  only  hinder  type  where  the  new  crop 
normally  enters  stocks  in  significant  quantities  during  the  fourth  quarter. 
However,  "based  on  stocks  it  appears  that  less  of  the  19^8  crop  was  delivered 
"before  January  1  this  year  than  for  the  previous  crop  and  stocks  of  this  type 
were  ahout  2.6  million  pounds  "below  a  year  ago.  Northern  Wisconsin  stocks 
were  also  lower  than  on  last  January  1  hut  holdings  of  Connecticut  Valley 
Broadleaf  were  up  ahout  1,3  million  pounds.   Total  hinder  stocks  were  121,3 
million  pounds  on  January  1  this  year  as  compared  with  12^e5  million  on 
January  1,  19^-8.   Cigar  hinder  stocks  were  divided  as  follows:  Connecticut 
Valley  Broadleaf  28.9  million  pounds,  Connecticut  Valley  Havana  Seed  22.0 
million  pounds,  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  Havana  Seed  2.2  million, 
Southern  Wisconsin  35*5  million,  Northern  Wisconsin  32.6  million  and  Georgia 

and  Florida  Binder  0.2  million. 

Shade-grown  cigar  wrapper  stocks  were  23.5  million  pounds  compared  with  23. 0 
million  on  January  1  last  year.   Larger  holdings  of  "ype  62  more  than  halanced 
a  decline  in  Type  6l  stocks,,   On  January  1,  19%.  stocks  of  Connecticut  Valley 

shade-grown  were  l6.2  million  pounds,  and  Georgia  and  Florida  shade  7»3 
million.   The  19^8  production  of  shade  tohacco,  estimated  at  I3.8  million 
pounds,  had  entered  stocks  hy  January  1. 

Stocks  of  Cuban  (Havana)  filler  continued  to  decrease,  amounting  to  22,9 
million  pounds  (unstemmed  equivalent)  this  January  1  compared  with  30.7 
million  as  of  January  1,  I9H8.  Holdings  of  Sumatra  and  Java  were  O.k   million 
pounds,  Philippine  Islands  (Manila)  002  million,  and  Other  foreign-grown 
cigar-leaf  0.1  million.
